There are some
good horses In Omahka and it 18 expoeoted
that most of them will be entered In next
Baturday's races,
Eyvcnts In September.

The blg mecting, however, upon which
the turf promoters of Omaha are relying
will occur next Seplember. 1t will be &
ten days' running meel, with a il_nt of
purses that will aggregate from $6,000 to
$10,000, according to the prospects. The
dates have been selectod wo that it will
come during the Ak-Sar-Boen festivities,
from Beptember 11 to September 21, In
fact the Knights of Ak-Sar-Ben have been
fnvited to conduct the races, but have not
nccepted the invitation because of their
many other obligations, but it Is probable
that In sending out thelr announcements
of attractions for the festival week the
knights will not overlook the races.

John Tuthill, who is the active promoter
of this running meeting, expects to leave
about the middle of August for St. Louls
and Chicago, with a view of brioging to
the meeting during the following month
many of the fine striogs of horses that
will be at the races in those cities before
e phesbmspbniag, Anartars. Ha
some of them belng horses with sensa-
tional records. As It will be a season of
cheap rates, because of the Ak-Sar-Ben
festivities, It {s hoped that the meeting
will demonstrate that the people of this
section have not lost Intercat wholly In
racing affairs and that the meeting will
be productive of results that will en-
courage further turf meetings In Omaha.

The cycling race gamoe promises to be a
profitable one for the professionals this
year. With only three months of the sea-
won gone §26,000 has been taken In by
Bixty riders, ranging from $5 to $4.441, the
latter sum representing the winnings of
John Neison, middle distance rider. W. C.
Btinson, another rider of the middle dis-
tanse class, has pocketed $4,484, and Dob-
ble Walthour $2,8380. Only twelve riders
have earnings above $1,000, The grand elr-
cult began last week and will continue well
into September. This will more than
double the total winnlugs, so that the lead-
ing professionals will come out of the game
with good round sums to thelr credit,

This ls his third invasion of Amer-
iea and his record proves beyond question
that he should depart for France In the
fall with a goodly portlon of American
dollars and hopors,

fesslonnl ke broke the Indoor hour record,
in addition te winning a fAfty-kllometer
mateh from Dourhours. He then won the
Grand Prix de Paris, beating Linton, cham-
plon: Bourhours, Bourotte and Gougolts,
Vislting Ameriea in 1867, Taylore defeated
Starbuck it Philadelphia, while the follow-
iug year Joo Venler proved unequal to the
task of heating the French lad.
